The  1955  spring  pig  crop  totaled  60..  453,  000  head,  an  increase  of  9  percent 
from  the  spring  of  1954,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board,    The  number  of 
sows  farrowing  this  spring  totaled  8»  758,  000  sows  and  was  also  9  percent  larger 
than  lasi  spriixg,    The  number  of  pigs  saved  per  litter  was  the  same  as  the  record 
high  number  attained  in  1954,    For  the  coming  fall  crop,  reports  on  breeding  in- 
tentions indicate  a  total  of  6,  043,  000  sows  to  farrow^  11  percent  above  the  number 
farrowing  last  fail.    If  the  intentions  for  fall  farrowings  materialize  and  zhe  num- 
ber of  pigs  saved  per  litter  equals  the  iO-year  average  with  an  allowance  for 
upward  trendy  the  1955  fall  pig  crop  would  be  40,5  million  head.    A  crop  of  this 
size  would  be  10  percent  larger  than  last  fall.    The  combined  19^55  spring  and  f  ill  ' 
pig  crop  would  then  be  about  101  million  head.    This  would  be  9  percent  above  last  ^ 
year  and  14  oercent  above  the  1944-1953  average. 

The  number  of  hogs  6  months  eld  and  over  on  farm.s  and  ranches  June  1  was 
5  percent  above  last  year,  but  25  percent  below  the  lO-year  average. 

This  report  is  based  upon  a  survey  of  about  148,  000  farms  and  ranches. 
Returns  were  obtained  largely  in  cooperation  with  the  Post  Office  Department 
through  the  rural  mail  carriers,. 

Spring  Pig  Crop;    The  number  of  pigs  saved  in  the  spring  season  of  1955 
(December  1,   1954  :o  June  1,   1955)  is  estimated  at  60,453;  COO  head.    This  is 
4,  786,  000  head  or  9  percent  larger  than  the  spring  ciop  last  year  and  il  percent 
above  the  10-year  average. 

Compared  with  1954,  the  spring  pig  crop  was  up  in  all  regions.    The  South 
Atlantic  was  up  6  percent;  east  North  Central  and  west  North  Central,  each  8  per- 
cent; West,  10  percent;  North  Atlantic,   11  percent  and  South  Central,   19  percent. 

The  number  of  sows  farrowed  in  the  spring  of  1955  is  estimated  at  8,  758,  000 
head,  9  percent  more  than  last  year  and  3  percent  above  the  10-year  average. 
The  1955  spring  farrowings  were  4  percent  higher  than  indicated  by  farmers' 
reports  on  intentions  last  December.    All  regions  of  the  country  showed  more  sows 
farrowing  than  intended  last  Decemberc    The  percentages  that  the  1955  spring  far- 
rowings  are  of  1954  as  now  estimated  and  the  spring  intentions  as  reported  last 
December  are  as  follows:   North  Atlantic,   112  percent  now  and  103  percent  last  f 
December;  east  North  Central,   108  and  105;  west  North  Central,   107  and  i05; 
South  Atlantic,  107  and  101;  South  Central,   119  and  106;  West.  109  and  104.

The  number  of  pigs  saved  per  litter  at  6,  90  is  the  same  as  the  record  high 
attained  in  1954  for  the  spring  pig  crop.    Favorable  weather  during  the  main  f-'i- 
rowing  season  and  the  increasing  use  of  improved  equipment  and  better  man«.^e- 
ment  practices  contributed  to  the  high  average  number  of  pigs  per  litter  for  the 
1955  spring  crop. 

Compared  with  a  year  earlier,  the  monthly  distribution  of  farrowings  in  the 
1955  spring  season  shows  a  larger  percentage  of  litters  in  December,  January  and 
February  and  smaller  perc-enta^es  in  March,  April  and  May.    Hog  producers  con- 
tvnueti  tKe  treri<i  to-uard  earlier  farro  wings  which  began  in  1949.    The  percentage

Fall  1955  Intentions:    Reports  on  "breeding  intentions  indicate  that  6,0'i'3iC00 
sows  will  farrow  in  the  fall  of  1955.    This  is  619,000  sows  or  11  percent  more  than 
the  number  farroHlng  last  fall,.    If  thesD  intentions  are  realized,  ths  number  of 
sov;s  farrovdng  during  the  fall  season  (June  1  ~  December  1)  would  be  the  largest 
number  since  19^3«     Coapared  with  last  year,  all  leg lend  shewed  increases  in  the  num~- 
ber  of  sows  intended  for  fall  farrowing.    The  indicated  increase  is  the  greatest  in 
the  v;est  Worth  Central,  being  1^  percent;  follov;ed  by  the  South  Central,  13  percent;; 
North  Atlantic,  11;  East  North  Central,  10;  South  Atlantic,  ?;  and  V/est,  6. 

These  estimated  changes  from  lact  year  are  based  on  breeding  intentions  reported 
by  farmers  about  June  1, 

If  the  intentions  for  fall  farrowing  materialize  and  the  nvimber  of  pigs  saved 
per  litter  equals  the  10-year  average  with  an  allowance  for  upv.-ard  trend,   the  1955 
fall  pig  crop  would  be  about  ^,5  million  head.    This  would  be  10  percent  larger 
than  last  year  and  18  percent  larger  than  the  10~year  averages 

A  combined  pig  crop  for  1955  at  101  million  head  wuld  be  9  percent  larger  than 
last  year  and  1^  percent  above  the  average. 

Ho^s  Over  6  Months  Old  on  Farms  Jxxne  1 :    The  number  of  hogs  over  6  months  old 
(including  sows)  on  farms  June  1  this  year  was  17»926,000  head,   compared  with 
17,016,000  last  year.     This  is  only  5  percent  more  than  on  J-one  1  last  year,  even 
though  the  fall  crop  in  195^  was  16  percent  larger  than  in  1953.    Compared  with  a 
year  earlier,  all  rBi'^ions  showed  increases  in  the  number  of  hogs  6  months  old  and 
over.     Total  commercial  hog  slaughter  from  Febraary  through  April  was  up  19  percent 
compared  with  the  same  period  in  195^»    Federally  inspected  hog  slaughter  in  May  was 
up  23  percent. 

Sows  held  for  fall  f  arrowing  represent  a  larger  proportion  of  the  Jtme  1  invent 
tory  of  hogs  over  6  months  old  than  last  year,     Thusf  the  raajket  supply  of  barrous 
and  gilts  over  6  months  old  for  the  next  few  months  shov/s  a  relatively  smaller  In- 
crease compared  with  195^  than  is  indicated  by  Inventories  on  June  l*
